by direct payments to farmers.

the dust was settling on th,e fight 
over how high government price 
supports for major crops should 
be. 


The Senate rejected last week 


45 to 26, an amendment of Sen- 
ators Russell (D-Ga.) and Young 
(R-N. D.), to put price props 
under wheat, corn, cotton, to- 
bacco, rice and peanuts at 90 
per cent of parity.

was a victory 
for 


Senator Andeison (D-N. M.), for- 
mer secretary of agriculture, and 
others who favor a sliding scale 
of price supports geared to crop 
supplies. 


But Thomas called it "a vote

The 
government's 
conciliation 


service has taken on the biggest 
job in its history — trying to 
settle the twin steel and coal 
strikes 


Before the week is out U. S. 


conciliation -director Cyrus Chiiig 
will meet sepaiately with lead- 
ers of,, the 'striking CIO United 
Steelworkers and industry lead- 
ers. 


At the same time, the concili- 


ation director will watch devel- 
opments in the coal strike. 
It 


was Ching who got John L. Lewis 
United Mine Workers president, 
and coal industry operators to 
agree to go back to the bargain- 
ing table tomorrow. 


Neither the steel industry nor 


Philip Murray, president of the 
steel workers, had any comment 
after Ching announced yesterday 
the government was stepping in- 
to the steel walkout for 
the 


fourth time 
Before the strike 


started 11 days ago the govern- 
ment made three futile peace ef- 
forts. 
Pep Talks Arranged 


Murray went ahead with plans 


to deliver pep talks to his 454,000 
strikers. 
The first talk is sche- 


duled today (1 p. m. CST) at 
Youngstown, Ohio. 
That mighty 


industrial town has been hit hard 
by the steelworkers' walkout to 
support demands for free pen- 
sions and insurance. 


Ching's 
brief 
statement 
in 


Washington that he is setting up 
"separate and iniormal confer- 
ences" with leading steel com- 
panies and union leaders added: 


"The purpose of these meetings 


will be to consider the impedi- 
ments which exist to a prompt 
settlement . . . and to ascertain 
in what ways the service might 
best contribute to such a settle- 
ment " 


Ching left little doubt that the 


government all along has been 
gravely concerned with the crip- 
pling steel strike which threatens 
to spread unemployment to ad- 
ditional hundreds of thousands in 
allied industries. 


Tire government will be work- 


ing against time in its effort to 
get the steel strike settled. 
Con- 


tracts of a half million steel wor- 
kers in fabricating plants—where 
steel is the basic product for 
hundreds of articles — began ex-

— (JP) —Vaughn Wilmouth, 38- 
year-old farmer, and his son, Jack 
Wilmouth, 17, were shot, to death 
at their home seven miles south- 
east of here late last night. 


Police in Kansas City today 


weie holding two men in connec- 
tion with the slaying. They were 
arrested there early today in a 
motor car stolen from the farmer 
and parked at the rear of a tav- 
ern. 


Held by police were Ellsworth 


Harvey Ferrell, 26, Salem, 111, 
and Thomas Henry Schindorff, 26, 
of Pleasant Hill which is 25 miles 
southeast of Kansas City. 


Statement Is Made 
Lt. Harry Nesbitt, head of the 


homicide 
bureau, 
said 
Ferrell 


made an oral statement impli- 
cating Schindorff as the killer of 
Wilmolh and his son. After the 
double shooting, Nesbitt said Fer- 
rell related that Schindorff threat- 
ened to kill three other persons, 
including Ferrell. 


William Kimberlin, Cass county 


prosecutor, went to Kansas City 
and began taking a written state- 
men from Ferrell. 


Schindorff has made no state- 


ment. 


No charges have been filed. 
Ferrell told officers the shoot- 


ing occurred abotot 11 o'clock last 
night. 


Nesbitt said Ferrell gave this 


account: 
Met Week Ago 
Ferrell 
and 
Schindorff 
met 


about a week ago in Pleasant Hill 
when Ferrell was hitchhiking. In 
a Kansas City tavern yesterday 
Schindorff told Ferrell he knew 
where the pair could steal a 1949 
Cheviolet sedan. They had been 
driving a 1937 model sedan. 


He said the 1949 car was on 


the Wilmouth farm home. 


"It's out there and no one's 


around except an old, man and 
his son," Schindorff said. 


The men then drove to the 


farm. They went into the house, 
kicking in a rear door to enter. 


The 
elder 
Wilmouth 
imme- 


diately asked Schindorff "When 
are you going to pay for that 
calf?" (He was referring to a calf 
Ferrell said he and Schindorff 
stole from the larm two weeks 
ago.) 


Without 
a word, Schindorff 


fired at the father. 
The youth 


then jumped toward Schindorff, 
who then shot him 


The two men ran 
from 
the 


bouse, Schindorff driving the new 
car and Fen. ell following in the 
older car. In Pleasant Hill, the 
1937 car which was owned by 
Schmdoifi's lather, was abandon- 
ed at the elder SchindorfC's home.

by an eight-state governors' con- 
ference. 


Nature of the settled claims was 


not known, although it was re- 
ported yesterday that the griev- 
ances would be taken up in their 
order on the voluminous docket.

Th« body of a two-year-old girl 
was recovered today from the 
wreckage of a Rock Island pas- 
senger train, boosting the known 
death toll to six. 


The child, Crystal Lee Dutton,

Dutton of Port Huron, Mich., had 
been missing since the train, the 
eastbound Imperial, hit a wash- 
out near here yesterday. 


The body was found by Ted 


Hanlon, employe of the Fletcher 
funeral home here, in water be- 
side the coach in which" the girl 
had been riding with her mother. 


Hanlon also reported he be- 


lieved he felt a body in the part- 
ly submerged dormitory car yes- 
terday 'but that he was not cer- 
tain. He- said he would look 
through the car again today. The 
dormitory car is used by railroad 
employes. 


Hanlon explained 
that there 


was three or four feat of water 
in the lower end of the car yes- 
terday, preventing 
a thorough 


search. 
The water had receded 


about two feet today. 
Rebuilding Roadbed

The railroad company hoped to

Atomic 
Blitz Not 
Enough 


Weapons Expert 
Says Russians ^ 
Likely Now Have 
Guided Missiles

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11— 


(JP)—A Navy weapons ex- 
pert told Congress today 
that Russia likely has guid- 
ed missiles able to find and 
knock down bombers above 
40,000 feet. 


Capt. J. H. Sides said German. 


rocket secrets fell into Russian 
hands after the wai% and that it 
would now be "folly" to gamble 
U. S. security on the atom bomb 
and big bombers alone. 


Had the war lasted a syear 


longer, Sides said U. S. bombers 
would no longer have been able 
Lo fly over Germany without pro- 
hibitive losses from German anti- 
aircraft rockets. 


These Nazi anti-aircraft devel- 


opments designed to search out 
and destroy raiders traveling 485 
miles an hour at 85,000 leet, fell 
into Russian hands "lock, stock 
and barrel." Sides said. 


The Russians have had plenty 


of time to get into production, 
he said, adding: 


"Over four years have elapsed 


since then. It is foolhardy for u« 
to think of an aggressor's anti- 
aircraft defenses now in terms of 
1945 equipment." 
B-38 Bomber "Obsolete" 
Sides it deputy assistant chief 


of Naval operations. He testified 
before the House Armed Services 
committee hearing Naval charge* 
that_jdefense chiefs are over con- 
centrating on an "obsolete" B-38 
bomber. 


Whether or not the Russians 


now have these guided missiles in. 
production, Sides said, a revolu- 
tionary 
change in. anti-airoratt 


defenses is certainly not far dis- 
tant. 


Even before some big bomberi 


now on order can be delivered. 
Sides declared, this country will 
have guided missiles able to find 
and kno'ck down bombers above 
40,000 feet. 


Sides concluded: 
"With AA (anti-aircraft) guided 


missiles approaching operational 
use, it is folly for any country to 
stake its future to any great ex- 
tent on the big bomber and atom 
bomb."

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• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Today's Navy Revolt Similar 
To Admirals' Campaign 
Against Coolidge aud Hoover 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11—It's a long time 


since the U. S. Navy hung the son of the U. S. 
Secretary of War, John C. Spencer, "at the 
yard-arm of the brig Somers for insubordina- 
tion and attempted mutiny," but there's always 
been a certain amount of insubordination in the 
Navy not unlike that flaring in the headlines 
today. 


There was the case when the 
admirals, 


through their mouthpiece, the Navy League, 
called their commander-in-chief Herbert Hoo- 
ver "abysmally ignorant." There was the case 
•when the admirals, led by Hilary p. Jones, 
sabotaged Secretary of State Henry L. Stimson 
on 8-inch-gun cruisers. And there was the bit- 
ter attack, on Stimson's war record, carried on 
sub rosa by the admirals. 


There was also the leak of a secret naval 


document regarding dirigible bases by Adm. Jo- 
seph M. Reeves, not unlike the leak by Capt. 
Crommelin today. And there was the shameless 
way in which certain naval advisers to the 
Coolidge naval conference in 1927 conspired 
with William Baldwin Shearer, lobbyist for 
American steel manufacturers and shipbuilders, 
to defeat the policies of their commander-in- 
chief, Mr. Coolidge. , 


Looking back over the last three decades, the 


navy has battled much more vigorously against 
ite Republican commanders-in-chief than it did 
against the Democrats. This is partly because, 
under Franklin D. Roosevelt, a former assistant 
naval secretary, there was almost nothing the 
navy wanted that it could not get. 


Even regarding uniforms, FDR bowed to the 


admirals. 
Because of the scarcity of textiles 


during the war, his secretary of the navy, the 
late Frank Knox, had banned a new blue-gray 
summer uniform. 
Whereupon, fleet comman- 


der Admiral Ernie King walked into the White 
House and reversed Knox in five minutes. 


One reason the admirals are so irate today, 


of course, is that their inside drag with the 
White House is no more. Not only was Harry 
Truman an artillery captain during World War 
I, but his very close friend, Maj. Gen. Harry 
Vaughan, is interested in the army, not the 
navy. 


The Admirals Still Leak 
Reading a book written 17 years ago, I came 


across this paragraph: 


"Leaks are among the admirals most effective 


means of propagandizing, when a White House 
decision has come against them, when the state 
department is carrying on "a negotiation which 
the admirals oppose, when they fail to get their 
full appropriation, then the safest and best stra- 
tegy is to leak. 


"They do this to the press or to a discreet 


member of Congress. Both channels are effec- 
tive. A furore is stirred up. The president or 
the state department is pictured as stripping 
the country of its defense and baring its bosom 
to the enemy — and after all the furore has 
subsided,- the admirals usually find themselves 
on top." 


That statement, written by this colmnist in 


1932 
in the book "More Merry-Go-Round," is 


equally true today. It is true regarding the 
Captain Crommelin leaks; and it is true re- 
guarding the leaks to Congressman Van Zandt 
the naval reserve officer who so grossly libeled 
Secretary of Air Symington under the safety 
of congressional immunity. 
Admirals' Day in Court 
The public has largely forgotten it, but twice 


the navy has been given complete and lengthy 
hearings by Congress and each time Congress 
ruled against the navy. Following which the 
admirals refused to accept the congressional 
decision. 


In 1946-47 Congress held protracted hearings 


regarding unification of the armed forces. The 
navy was vigorously opposed. One of the ad- 
mirals testifying against unification at that time 
was Adm. Gerald F. Bogan, who, apparently 
forgetting his- own testimony, wrote a letter, 
recently leaked to the press, in which he com- 
plained that the navy never had a hearing. 


However, after months of hearings and after 


listening to anyone who wanted to testify, Con- 
gress voted for unification. In a civilian form 
of government, it is the Congress, not the navy, 
which is supposed to have the final word. 


Again last winter. further hearings 
were 


held on unification." Again Congress listened 
patiently to the admirals, but again Congress 
voted against them, tightened unification. 


Cavalry And Battleships 
Admirals Bogan, Radford and Denfeld now 


complain that morale in the navy is low. That 
'is true. 
* 


However, during the 1946-47 hearings, con- 


gressmen proposed that naval officers have the 
right to transfer to the air forces or any branch 
of the army with equal pay and rank, or with 
even greater pay and rank — if justified. This 
provision was inserted because it was foreseen 
that battleships and surface vessels, now easy 
targets for atomic bombs, would be put out of 
commission and there should be some place for 
naval officers to go. 


The situation was considered similar to that 


in the army when cavalry and horse-drawn ar- 
tillery became outmoded. Cavalrymen and any 
other officer in an outmoded branch of the ser- 
vice were permitted to transfer to the expand- 


ing air forces, sometimes with a promotion. 


But when Congress proposed *that naval offi- 


cers be allowed to transfer to the army or air 
force, the admirals opposed. At their behest 
this provision was taken out of the unification 
bill. 


That is the real reason why morafe is low 


in the navy. The inescapable fact is that the 
battleship is woefully out of date, and the navy 
would even like to lay up the Missouri — if 
President Truman would consent. Thus naval 
officers have no other branch of the service to 
which they can transfer. No wonder they are 
discouraged. 
Bikini Bomb Test is Key 
Again, early this year, when the new unifi- 


cation bill was under consideration, it was pro- 
posed that naval officers have the right to 
transfer to the air force or the army; but again 
the naval lobby opposed. 


So many naval officers find themselves in 


the same position the old fashioned cavalryman 
would have been in, had he not been permitted 
to transfer to other branches. It was the ad- 
mirals, however, who pulled the wires on Cap- 
itol Hill to prevent this transfer. 


Not much is said about it, and the report is 


still secret, but real trouble with the navy to- 
day is the Bikini bomb test. When cruisers and 
battleships were found to have been radioactive 
months after Bikini; and finally had to be 
taken out in the sea and sunk, you can under- 
stand why the navy is getting out-of-date. Bi- 
kini vessels which came within range of the 
atomic fumes couldn't even be saved for scrap 
iron. That's the key to the admiral's woes. 


Holds Business Responsible 
For Erecting Welfare Guards

Russell W. Davenport, writing in Fortune, be- 


lieves America can provide its citizens with the 
welfare safeguards they demand, without falling 
into socialism. 


In his view the whole burden of saving the 


situation rests upon the business community. 
Unless our business leaders take the initiative 
in bettering the conditions of life for the aver- 
age man, he says, then the nation will drift into 
a socialist pattern. 


Davenport concludes that the American sys- 


tem revolves about the rights to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. He classifies these re- 
spectively as economic, political and spiritual 
rights. And he thinks the economic rights are 
most critical to the issue whether we are ulti- 
mately to have state control. 


Socialism assumes government must assure 


economic rights, that business necessarily must 
devote itself to markets and other strictly busi- 
ness problems. Davenport disagrees, saying that 
holders of such a view are confusing economic 
and political rights. He says government is ill 
adapted to taking care of the economic-variety. 


"The people who are best able to implement 


such rights, in all their manifold aspects, are 
the people actually engaged in the economic 
process, namely, the owners, managers and 
workers. Between them they know, or can find 
out, what the troubles are, how to fix them, how 
to provide better solutions for the future, and 
what the costs of such solutions will be." 


The way to avoid socialism, Davenport adds, 


is not to deny people their economic rights—as 
some apparently would. It is to transfer to 
private hands the primary responsibility for 
those rights. 


As a starter, he sees three avenues along 


which business men might move in seizing the 
initiative. 


One is economic security, defined by him as 


the right to be able to live in a society, partici- 
pate in it, in a permanent and confident way. 
Davenport declares that worker opinion- indi- 
cates more stable employment would do more 
than insurance systems to satisfy this need. 


Secondly, he says industry and business must 


humanize their operations. Collective bargain- 
ing isn't enough; a worker needs a "sense of 
belonging." He wants to be treated as a hu- 
man being, not a payroll number. 
Continues 


Davenport: "The humanization of industry is 
something that has to be undertaken with the 
utmost earnestness and it must have the per- 
sonal attention and enthusiasm of the topmost 
executive." 


Third, employes used to have genuine parti- 


cipation in the destiny of a business. If they 
get it, says Davenport, their individual produc- 
tive energies will be released in a way benefi- 
cial both to them and the enterprise in which 
thy are engaged. 


He concedes that many enterprises have taken 


steps to protect and expand economic rights, 
but insists that too few have tried, that efforts 
generally have been scattered and graudging. 


"To make obstacles an excuse for doing noth- 


ing is merely to increase them," he says. Dav- 
enport is convinced that a totally different at- 
mosphere would develop in America if 100 lead- 
ing firms would announce that henceforth they 
intended to be primarily responsible for econo- 
mic rights and were undertaking a program of 
action to that end. 


It seems to us Davenport has adopted a sane 


and aggressive approach to the biggest domestic 
problem of our time. • If socialism is ever to 
come to this country, it should not arrive by 
default. 
Those who believe capitalism .is the 


best guarantor of human well being must 
prove it by making it work. 
That they can 


never do if they abdicate their responsibility.

The Doctor Says 


High Strung, Nervous People 
Have to Learn to 4Get Along'1

Many people write to say that 


they are nervous and high strung 
and have a great many different 
kinds of pains, aches, or other 
symptoms. Naturally, 
they are 


anxious to know what is at fault 
and what can be done about it. 


It is not easy to discuss this 


question. 
No medical text book 


contains a chapter called "being 
nervous and high strung." What 
people mean when they say this 
is not quite clear and probably 
they do mean a number of dif- 
ferent things. Judging from let- 
ters they usually complain of get- 
ting excited easily and upset 
whenever they are frightened, an- 
gered or have any other strong 
emotion. 


Quite likely there are many dif- 


ferent reasons for an exaggerated 
reaction to emotions. Sometimes 
there may be a family tendency 
to be easily disturbed. While doc- 
tors have 
difficulty in pinning 


such conditions down to any defi- 
nite thing, many believe that it is 
closely tied up with a part of the 
nervous 
system 
known as the 


"sympathetic 
nervous 
system" 


which is not directly under con- 
trol of the will. 
Perspire Easily 
Some of those who complain of 


being 
high strung or nervous, 


complain also of excessive perspi- 
ration—likewise 
worse 
under 


emotional stress—easy blushing, 


fainting, and other involuntary re- 
actions. 


If the cause of these conditions 


is so vague, it is naturally diffi- 
cult to know what can be done 
about them. 
Some improve by 


taking regular exercise and regu 
lar sleep. Others—perhaps most— 
are better when they have had a 
vacation and are more rested than 
when they have been under the 
strain of work or household du 
ties. 


Those who 
complain of ner- 


vousness and excessive response 
to emotion can hardly ever be 
helped very much by anything 
which can be done for them in a 
medical or surgical way. Perhaps 
the only advice which can be 
given is for them to learn to live 
with themselves and to ignore so 
far as possible 
the 
unpleasant 


symptoms which they blame on a 
"highly strung nervous system."

Canasta Bonus 
Is Not Counted 
In The Meld 


By WILLIAM E. McKENNEY

From the many letter I receive 


concerning Canasta and the in- 
formation I have gathered while 
traveling it appears that the rules 
and some of the finer points of the 
game are still confusing to many 
people. 


In this new series of columns, I 


will endeavor to clear up questions 
on Canasta and help'you to play 
better, score more points and have 
more fun at the game. Today I 
am going to discuss some 'of the 
conflicting points in connection 
with the canastas themselves, in 
question and answer form: 


Question: I meld a completed 


canasta at one time, either natural 
or mixed. Does this meet the re- 
quirements for minimum melds? 
In other words, suppose that I 
am less than 1500 on the score and 
therefore need only 50 for a min- 
imum meld. If I have seven nat- 
ural five-spots in my hand, can I 
meld them? Do the seven five- 
spots count 35 points or 535 
points? 


Answer: It is unfortunate that 


a set of rules was distributed 
which stated that th« meld of a 


natural canasta always satisfied 
the minimum (the bonus for a 
canasta being counted for that 
purpose). This is wrong. The new- 
er rules state that for the purpose 
of fulfilling the minimum count, a 
meld is valued by- totalling the 
total values of its component 
parts. 


Therefore, if you meld seven 


five-spots, you have melded a 
total of only 35 points. It is true 
that at the end of the hand, 
you will receive a bonus of 500 
or 300 points for your canasta, but 
so far as the meld is concerned, 
only the actual value of the cards 
counts. 


Question: Someone told me that 


I could not receive the 800-point 
bonus for four red treys unless I 
had completed a canasta Is that 
true? 


Answer: No, this is not true. If 


you have four red treys on the 
table, they count 800 points for 
you as soon as you have made a 
legal minimum meld. However, if 
the opponents go out before your 
side makes a legal meld, the red 
treys count against you. 


Question: If I have a completed 


canasta in my hand, and can play 
all of my cards, can I go out with 
a concealed hand even though we 
do not have the minimum meld 
down on the table? 


Answer! Yet, you ean go out 


Question: When a canasta has 


been completed, youetaoinunueta" 
been completed, may I add as 
many wild cards'to it as I want to, 
or do I have to add two natural 
cards for each wild card? 


Answer: After a canasta has- 


been completed, you may add as 
many natural or wild cards to it 
as you please. Remember, how- 
ever, that if you have a natural 
canasta, and you add,one or more 
wild cards to it, you reduce your 
canasta from a natural one to a 
mixed one.

helm Pieck, aging No. 1 Com- 
munist in Germany, was selected 
today to be the first president of 
the new Soviet zone republic 
erected by the Communists with 
Russian blessing. 


Pieck's s e l e c t i o n was pre- 


ordained by the Communists, who 
had made it known in advance 
the 73-year-old 
Moscow-trained

county. These schools are Oak 
Grove No. 100, E l d e r Ridge, 
Dunksburg, Brookside and Eden 
Valley. 


The assessed valuations of these 


rural districts range from about 
$90,000 to $220,230. There are the 
same number of resident pupils 
in the districts with the highest 
and the lowest valuation. Tax 
levies for 1949-50 range in this 
proposed district from 30c in one 
district to $1.45 which is one of 
the highest rural district levies in 
the county. Adoption of the pro- 
posed district would place $19,- 
105 assessed valuation back of 
each resident pupil in The area. 


In this whole area of five rural 


districts there are only twenty- 
eight resident elementary pupils 
and eleven high school pupils. At 
one time or another three of the 
five schools „ have been closed 
temporarily and the pupils sent to 
other schools. Four of, the five 
schools are operating this year, 
all with yery small enrollments. 
Because of low resident average 
daily 
attendance, none of the 


separate schools in this area can 
qualify for full state school aid. 
The high school pupils from this 
area are served by the Sweet 
Springs high school bus, and it 
is contemplated that they will 
continue attending high school at 
Sweet Springs.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—(#>)— 


Andrew J. May, wartime chair- 
man of the House military affairs 
committee, was refused a supreme 
court review of his conviction on 
conspiracy and bribery ' charges 
Monday. 


Attorneys for ,the 74-year-old 


May, had contended that if his 
sentence of eight to 24 months 
in prison were .carried out 'it 
would result in "the destruction 
of a fine, public servant of sain- 
less reputation (and) it may fur- 
ther result, in his death," 
Turn Down Other Pleas 
The court also turned down 


pleas by: Texas and Louisiana, 
for dismissal of a suit in which 
the federal government seeks to 
jstablish its control over oil-rich 
submerged lands off .their coasts. 


The justice department is seek- 


ing a ruling similar to that, which 
the court handed down in the 
case of California—that the fed- 
eral government has paramount 
rights over the so-called tide- 
lands. 


In two brief orders the court 


gave Texas and
